Electrician  for  1902  on  street  lighting  service,  electrical  in- 
spections and  tests  of  electric  meters  and  motors, 

STREET  LIGHTING. 

The  monthly  claims  of  the  Davenport  Gas  &  Electric  Com- 
pany, on  account  of  street  lighting,  together  with  fines,  over- 
charges and  deductions,  and  the  amounts  actually  paid  are 
given  in  the  following  table :

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On  account  of  a  suit  in  the  District  Court  to  annul  the 
franchise  of  the  Davenport  Gas  &  Electric  Company,  no  bills 
were  rendered  until  July.  On  July  9th,  under  a  temporary 
agreement  on  the  price  of  light,  pending  the  decision  of  the 
supreme  court  in  the  matters  in  suit,  the  city  paid  the  Daven- 
port Gas  &  Electric  Company  $27,017.25,  which  was  the 
amount  of  the  claims  of  the  company  from  June  1st,  1901,  to 
July  1st,  1902,  exclusive  of  fines.  The  fines  for  the  period 
from  June  1st,  1901,  to  July  1st,  1902,  were  deducted  from 
the  July  bills. 

In  the  last  annual  report  of  this  department  mention  was 
made  of  the  claim  of  the  Davenport  Gas  &  Electric  Company 
for  one  lamp  on  the  moonlight  schedule,  furnished  for  four 
years  and  two  months.  The  amount  claimed  for  this  since, 
was  $233.32.  On  September  6th  this  claim  was  settled  by 
the  payment  of  $196.00. 

There  are  installed  on  the  city  streets,  and  paid  for  by  the 


city,  461  arc  lamps  arranged  as  follows: 

Circuit  No.  1 — All-night  schedule..  58  lamps 

Circuit  No.  2 — Moonlight  schedule  53  lamps 

Circuit  No.  3 — Moonlight  schedule.  ...  .  .  ...  .  .  .  .  .  .  .52  lamps 

Circuit  No.  4 — Moonlight  schedule  58  lamps 

Circuit  No.  5 — Moonlight  schedule  67  lamps 

Circuit  No.  6 — Moonlight  schedule   58  lamps

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  six  lamps  ( three  on  all- 
night  schedule,  and  three  on  the  moonlight  schedule),  on  the 
street  lighting  circuits,  which  are  paid  for  by  the  park  com- 
missioners. There  are,  also,  three  lamps  on  circuit  No.  1,  on 
the  all-night  schedule,  located  on  Fifth  street  between  Brady 
and  Harrison  streets,  which  are  paid  for  by  the  Chicago,  Rock 
Island  and  Pacific  Railway  Company. 
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There  have  been  thirty-four  new  lights  on  the  moonlight 
schedule,  and  two  on  the  all-night  schedule,  added  to  the  city 
circuits  during  the  year. 

The  prices  for  street  lighting  temporarily  agreed  upon  by 
the  city  and  the  Davenport  Gas  and  Electric  Company  are, 
$56.00  per  light  per  annum  for  lights  on  the  moonlight 
schedule,  and  $75.00  per  light  per  annum  for  lights  on  the  all- 


night  schedule.

ELECTRIC  FIRE  ALARM. 

During  the  year  five  new  fire  alarm  boxes  have  been 
installed — two  on  Fifth  street,  near  Iowa  and  LeClaire 
streets,  respectively,  in  the  C,  R.  I.  &  P.  yards;  one  on  East 
River  street,  near  Cambria  street;  one  on  Belle  avenue,  near 
East  street,  and  one  on  Lincoln  avenue,  near  Hancock  avenue. 

In  the  installation  of  the  last  two  boxes,  approximately, 
three  and  one-half  miles  of  hard-drawn  copper  wire  was 
strung.  The  course  of  the  fire  alarm  circuits,  in  order  to 
include  these  boxes,  was  very  considerably  extended  and 
changed,  resulting  in  decided  improvement  of  the  fire  alarm 
circuits  in  these  localities. 

All  fire  alarm  boxes  throughout  the  city  have  received  a 
thorough  painting.  Twelve  boxes  have  been  provided  with 
key  guards,  and  the  mechanisms  of  a  number  of  the  boxes 
have  been  thoroughly  overhauled,  re-polished  and  re- 
lacquared. 

During  the  year  a  second  system  of  underground  conduits 
has  been  installed  in  the  city,  which,  with  the  conduits  pre- 
viously laid,  makes  available  an  excellent  underground  system 
for  the  city's  use.  It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  the  city 
place  all  fire  alarm  wires  underground  in  the  business  portion 
of  the  town.

There  has  been  no  new  apparatus  purchased  since  my  last 
report.  The  wagons  of  Hose  Companies  Nos.  3,  4,  and  5 
have  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  repainted,  and  are  now 
in  first-class  condition.  It  will  be  necessary  to  replace  the 
combination  at  the  Central  Station,  and  the  hose  carriage  at 
Station  No.  6,  with  new  apparatus,  as  the  condition  O'f  same  is 
such  as  to  not  warrant  any  expense  in  the  way  of  repairs  being 
made.  With  a  few  minor  repairs  the  apparatus  of  the  depart- 
ment will  be  placed  in  excellent  condition. 

HORSES. 

The  department  has  at  present  twenty  horses.  There  were 
three  bought,  and  two  sold  or  exchanged  during  the  year.  It 
will  be  advisable  during  the  coming  year  to  dispose  of  two 
or  three  that  have  become  aged,  and  replace  same  with  younger 
ones.    The  cost  of  maintaining  same  during  year,  including 
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forage,  shoeing  and  veterinary  medicines  was  $2,135.46,  or 
an  average  of  29  cents  per  day. 

HOSE. 

There  was  purchased  during  the  year  three  thousand  feet 
of  two  and  one-half  inch  cotton  fire  hose.  The  number  of  feet 
and  condition  of  same,  as  possessed  by  each  company,  is  as 
follows :

HOUSES. 

The  houses  of  the  department  have  been  modernized  by 
the  installation  of  bathing  facilities. 

Hose  Stations  No.  3  and  4  will  require  painting  the  coming 
year. 

The  old  two-story  brick  building  formerly  occupied  by 
Hose  Company  No.  2,  has,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  lease, 
been  turned  over  to  Miss  Celestine  Fejevary. 

FIRE  ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 

There  were  five  and  one-half  miles  of  wire  put  up  during 
the  year,  and  five  new  signal  stations  added  to  the  fire  alarm 
telegraph ;  three  of  these  were  purchased  by  the  city  and  two  by 
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the  Rock  Island  Railway  System.  A  contract  has  been  made 
with  the  Western  Electric  Company  of  Chicago,  for  the  cable 
required  to  place  the  over-head  wires  under  ground  as  far  as 
practicable.  The  alarm  system  has  at  all  times  worked 
satisfactorily,  and  is  in  first-class  condition. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Davenport  Water  Company  has  enlarged  its  plant, 
by  the  extension  of  two  and  sixty-six  one  hundredths  miles  of 
mains,  and  twenty  hydrants,  making  a  total  of  five  hundred 
and  sixty-nine  hydrants.  The  company  has  at  all  times 
rendered  excellent  service. 

ALARMS. 

The  department  responded  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-one 
alarms,  ten  of  which  were  false,  caused  either  by  chimney 
fires,  maliciousness,  or  smoke  escaping  from  buildings,  being 
mistaken  for  fire. 

The  alarms  are  classified  as  follows :

FIRES. 

There  were  111  fires,  attributed  to  the  following  causes: 
Sparks  from  locomotives,  7;  sparks  from  chimney,  10;  incen- 
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diary,  5;  unknown,  16;  over-heated  furnaces,  3;  ignited  from 
smoke  house,  1;  grass  fires,  10;  spontaneous  combustion,  8; 
defective  flue,  8;  gas  jet,  1 ;  overheated  stove  pipe,  4;  gasoline 
or  oil  lamps,  4 ;  ignited  from  boilers,  1 ;  ignited  from  hot  ashes, 
1 ;  igniting  of  paint  in  dipping  vat,  1 ;  lightning,  1 ;  electric 
wires,  7 ;  ignited  from  bonfire,  1 ;  gasoline  stove,  6 ;  igniting  of 
tar  in  kettle,  1 ;  cigar  stump,  2 ;  carelessness  with  light,  4 ; 
smoking  in  bed,  1 ;  ignited  from  cupola,  2 ;  carelessness  with 
matches,  5;  igniting  of  gasoline,  1. 

FIRE  LOSS. 

The  total  fire  loss  for  the  year  was  $127,823.77,  and  the 
insurance  on  same  was  $179,373.00.  Of  this  loss  the  Betten- 
dorf  fire  alone  entailed  a  loss  of  $118,615.87,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $9,207.90  for  the  other  no  fires,  or  an  average  of  about 
$84  per  fire — a  very  creditable  showing  for  the  work  of  the 
department. 

As  mentioned  before,  the  Bettendorf  fire  was  the  only 
serious  fire  of  the  year.  It  occurred  on  Thursday,  May,  1,  1902, 
at  3  :o5  p.  m.  It  had  its  origin  from  paint  igniting  in  the 
dipping  vat,  presumably  by  some  spark  from  the  riveting 
stands,  which  were  in  close  proximity.  As  the  whole  building 
was  filled  with  naptha  fumes,  it  was  but  an  instant  until  the 
whole  of  it  was  afire,  and  some  of  the  workmen  on  the  upper 
floor,  barely  escaped  with  their  lives.  The  building  itself  was 
but  a  tinder  box.  The  great  loss  was  sustained  by  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  valuable  machinery  and  products  of  the  company. 

The  only  other  fire  of  importance  occurred  on  Sunday, 
April  6,  at  8:15  a.  m.  in  the  two-story  brick,  situated  on  Fifth 
street,  between  LeClaire  and  Farnum  streets,  and  occupied  by 
the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  and  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  as  a 
machine  shop.  The  fire  originated  from  spontaneous  com- 
bustion, and  caused  a  loss  of  $4,000.00.

I  should  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  the  passing

the  city.  Upon  observation  you  will  notice  that  some  of  the 
over-head  spaces  in  our  streets  and  alleys  are  a  veritable  net- 
work of  live  wires. 

Take,  for  instance,  the  alley  between  Front  and  Second 
streets,  and  Perry  and  Harrison  streets.  The  conditions  there 
are  such  that  it  is  an  utter  impossibility  to  raise  a  ladder  with 
dispatch.  Not  only  are  they  an  obstruction  to  the  raising  of 
ladders,  but  a  source  of  danger,  as  the  insulation  in  a  great 
many  instances  is  worn  off  altogether. 

Now,  as  the  telephone  companies  have  placed  their  wires 
under  ground,  and  the  city  has  made  provision  to  place  the 
fire  alarm  telegraph  lines  under  ground,  it  is  no  more  than 
justice  that  the  lines  that  afford  the  greatest  source  of  danger 
should  be  placed  there  also. 

I  would  renew  my  recommendation  for  the  building  of  two 
new  wagons  to  take  the  places  of  those  now  in  service  at  the 
Central  Station  and  at  Hose  Station  No.  6. 

I  should  further  recommend  that  the  number  of  men  in 
Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  i  be  increased  by  two.  The 
same,  as  now  constituted,  is  less  than  that  carried  on  similar 
apparatus  in  other  cities,  and  in  case  of  meal  hours  or  days  off 
is  inadequate  for  the  using  of  the  ladders  expeditiously.

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Report  of  Health  Commissioner. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Davenport — Gentlemen  : 

According  to  custom,  I  hereby  sumbit  to  your  honorable 
body  my  report  as  health  commissioner  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1902. 

As  will  be  noticed,  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  bringing  out 
this  report  with  the  calender  month  and  not,  as  heretofore, 
from  the  month  of  May  through  the  following  twelve  months. 
This  was  done  so  as  to  conform  to  the  report  of  the  United 
States  marine  service  time,  as  also  of  the  municipal  and  town- 
ship reports.  The  above  change  necessitated  the  use  of  several 
monthly  reports  of  my  worthy  predecessor,  and  makes  a  yearly 
comparison  impracticable  under  the  present  change. 

The  average  mortality  for  the  City  of  Davenport,  during 
the  year  has  been  10.2,  which,  for  the  size  of  the  city,  is 
extremely  low.

The  department,  during  the  past  year,  has  taken  every 
precaution  to  prevent  the  spread  of  every  infectious  disease, 
through  the  rigid  quarantining  of  all  infected  localities  and 
thorough  investigation  of  hidden  suspected  small-pox  cases 
and  the  like,  notification  to  the  public  of  the  existence  of  infec- 
tion, and  the  gravity  of  disregard  to  isolation  and  disenfection. 
Vaccination  has  been  enforced  whenever  it  could  be  done. 
Frequent  statements  through  the  public  press  of  the  prevailing 
conditions,  calling  forth  the  great  benefits  the  community 
would  have,  both  in  the  gain  to  the  business  portion  of  the 
community  and  the  saving  to  the  tax-payer.

As  to  the  healthfulness  of  the  city  depends  largely  on  the 
faithful  performance  of  this  part  of  the  work,  the  necessity  for 
the  proper  collection  and  removal  of  the  said  waste  of  a  city, 
so  as  not  to  endanger  public  health,  increases  rapidly  in  serious- 
ness as  a  city  grows,  if  unrestricted  work  is  allowed  Con- 
tamination of  the  air  in  buildings,  by  air  from  the  house  drains, 
and  in  many  cases  from  the  main  sewer  will  be  the  result,  as 
well  as  a  rapid  fouling  of  the  earth  and  cellars  from  escaping 
from  leaking  drain  and  cesspools. 

Pure  air  is  one  of  the  essential  conditions  of  enjoyment  of 
good  health,  and  experience  has  fully  demonstrated  that  people 
who  live  in  localities  where  there  is  contamination  from  defects 
in  drainage  work  are  the  most  susceptible  to  the  contraction 
of  disease.  I  have  endeavored  to  show  that  public  health  is 
almost  dependent  upon  perfect  sewage  and  plumbing  work, 
and  will  conclude,  hoping  the  good  work  may  still  progress.

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Report  of  Park  Commissioners. 


To  the  Honorable  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Davenport — 
Gentlemen 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  has  the  honor  to  submit 
herewith  its  thirteenth  annual  report,  for  the  year  ending 
April  i  st,  1903. 

In  accordance  with  ordinance,  regular  quarterly  reports 
have  been  made,  showing  disbursements  on  account  of  park 
fund,  and  to  whom  orders  have  been  issued. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  care  and  maintenance  of  Central 
Park,  the  commissioners  have  expended  some  $1,400.00  for 
the  construction  of  a  band  pavilion.  Owing  to  the  rainy  sea- 
son only  two  concerts  were  given.  The  exhibition  of  flowers 
at  the  greenhouses  has  been  very  fine,  and  has  attracted  many 
visitors. 

Prospect  Terrace  has  been  improved  by  the  addition  of 
three  and  one-half  feet  on  the  north,  the  street  having  been 
narrowed  up  and  the  terrace  made  less  steep.  Part  of  the 
expense  of  this  work  was  borne  by  the  abutting  property. 

Kirkwood  Boulevards  have  been  extended  from  Arlington 
Avenue  to  Bridge  Avenue,  and  have  already  been  improved 
and  clumps  of  shrubbery  have  been  planted.  As  soon  as  the 
season  is  sufficiently  advanced,  flowers  will  be  planted  in  beds 
now  prepared  for  them. 
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About  December  i,  the  commissioners  received  a  deed 
from  Miss  Celestine  Fejervary,  of  Buda  Pesth,  Hungary, 
donating  to  the  city  for  park  purposes  the  property  formerly 
owned  by  her  father,  Nicholas  Fejervary,  and  occupied  by  his 
family  as  a  homestead,  consisting  of  twenty-one  acres.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  city  council  held  December  3,  resolutions  were 
adopted,  thanking  Miss  Fejervary  for  her  generous  gift  to  the 
city.  The  commissioners  took  possession  of  the  property  on 
January  1,  and  since  then  have  purchased  for  $5,000.00  nine 
acres  adjoining  this  property  on  the  west,  and  have  added 
same  to  it,  thus  giving  to  the  people  of  that  part  of  the  city 
thirty  acres  for  park  purposes. 

Since  :aking  possession  of  this  propertv,  the  commis- 
sioners have  proceeded  as  fast  as  possible  to  have  all  the  dead 
trees  cut  down,  and  grounds  cleaned  up.  Much  work  is  yet  to 
be  done,  but  it  is  hoped  to  throw  this  park  open  to  the  public 
sometime  during  the  summer. 

The  commissioners  hope  to  extend  South  street,  and  thus 
get  an  entrance  on  the  north,  giving  easy  access  to  the  people 
living  on  the  bluffs,  and  the  east  end  of  the  city.

Report  of  Public  Library  Trustees 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  the  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
Davenport. — Gentlemen : 

In  compliance  with  the  law,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Davenport  Public  Library  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith 
a  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1902,  the  second 
annual  report. 

The  chief  interest  of  the  trustees,  during  the  year,  has  been 
one  of  absorbing  care  in  attention  to  the  construction  of  the 
library  building.  Delays  and  difficulties  are  slowly  giving  way. 
It  is  the  expectation  that  the  building  will  be  ready  for  accu- 
pancy  by  May  or  June,  and  that  there  will  then  enter  into  the 
activities  of  our  people  a  most  influential  factor,  co-operating 
in.  its  work  with  the  public  schools,  closely  allied  to  the  interests 
of  the  literary  clubs  of  the  city,  and  always  offering  its  aid  to 
the  individual,  both  for  study  and  for  pastime. 

The  biennial  election  of  officers  of  the  Board  was  held  in 
July,  and  resulted  in  the  election  of — 

Mr.  S.  F.  Smith,  President. 

Mr.  Ed.  Kaufmann,  Vice-President. 

Mr.  A.  M.  Judy,  Secretary. 
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Dr.  A.  L.  Hageboeck,  appointed  by  the  mayor  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Van  Patten,  became 
a  member  of  this  board  in  July. 

Miss  Freeman,  the  librarian,  began  her  work  October  ist. 
We  heartily  commend  Miss  Freeman.  She  has  been  faithful 
and  untiring  in  her  efforts,  and  her  experience  and  judgment 

prove  of  great  value  to  the  board. 

We  append  hereto,  and  make  a  part  hereof,  the  first  report 
of  the  Librarian  to  the  Trustees,  showing  in  detail  work 
already  executed. 


Report  of  the  Librarian. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Davenport  Public  Library — 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  herewith  the  report  of  the 
Librarian  from  the  date  of  her  engagement,  October  i,  1902, 
to  January  1,  1903. 

The  first  work  undertaken  was  a  careful  examination  and 
checking  of  the  books  of  the  Cook  Memorial  Library,  with  a 
view  to  reporting  upon  their  number  and  condition,  in  order 
to  avoid  duplication  in  the  purchase  of  new  books  for  this 
library.  This  work  occupied  about  two  weeks,  A  report  of 
the  result  was  made  to  the  library  committee  on  November  3, 
and  through  the  committee  to  this  board  on  November  6. 

The  preparation  of  a  book-list  of  about  3,000  volumes 
occupied  the  remainder  of  October  and  November.  The  list 
comprised  works  in  the  following  departments :  history,  travel, 
biography,  literature,  fine  arts,  useful  arts,  science,  religion, 
philosophy,  sociology  and  general  reference  works.  This  list 
was  compiled  with  great  care  with  the  aid  of  many  special 
book-lists,  catalogues  of  other  libraries,  and  publishers'  cata- 
logues.   In  response  to  the  request  of  the  librarian,  made 
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through  the  press,  many  suggested  titles  of  books  for  purchase 
were  sent  in  by  various  friends  of  the  library.  The  acknowl- 
edgements of  the  library  are  due  to  these  friends  for  very  mate- 
rial aid  in  fitting  the  list  to  the  wishes  and  needs  of  the 
community. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  library  committee,  the 
librarian  spent  several  days  in  Chicago  for  the  purpose  of  sub- 
mitting her  list  for  approval  to  specialists  in  various  depart- 
ments in  the  John  Crerar  Library,  the  University  of  Chicago, 
and  other  Chicago  institutions.  Much  valuable  assistance  was 
secured  by  this  means.  The  list  was  then  submitted  to  the 
library  committee,  and  upon  their  approval,  copies  were  sent 
out  for  competitive  bids.  The  librarian  will  prepare  later  a 
list  of  fiction,  children's  books  and  German  books. 

On  November  15,  an  examination  in  general  information 
and  general  literature  was  given  to  the  applicants  for  assistant- 
ships  in  the  library.  It  was  determined  by  the  library  commit- 
tee, in  conference  with  the  librarian,  that  but  one  local  assistant 
be  appointed  at  the  outset,  and  the  name  of  Miss  Paula  Beuck 
was  recommended  to  and  approved  by  this  board.  The 
librarian  was  also  authorized  to  secure  as  cataloguer,  for  a 
term  of  eight  months,  Miss  Delia  Sanford,  a  graduate  of  the 
Illinois  State  Library  School,  who  is  specially  qualified  by  her 
training  and  experience  for  this  position.  The  librarian  was 
further  authorized  to  secure  such  temporary  assistance  as 
might  be  needed.  The  appointments  of  Miss  Beuck  and  Miss 
Sanford  take  effect  January  1,  Miss  Beuck  having  shown  her 
aptness  for  the  work  by  temporary  service  rendered  during 
part  of  December. 

The  process  of  accessioning,  classifying  and  cataloguing 
the  books,  and  otherwise  preparing  them  for  circulation,  is 
just  beginning,  and  in  consideration  of  the  large  number  of

volumes  yet  to  be  purchased,  is  a  task  that  will  occupy  many 
months. 

While  only  a  small  number  of  persons  can  work  in  our 
present  quarters,  an  addition  to  our  staff  of  at  least  three  mem  - 
bers will  be  needed  at  the  opening  of  the  library.  In  addition 
to  this,  the  librarian  will  hope  to  conduct  each  year  a  small 
apprentice  class,  the  members  of  which  will  give  their  services 
to  the  library  for  a  term  of  months,  in  return  for  training 
received. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  board,  this  library  was  repre- 
sented at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Iowa  Library  Association, 
Grinnell,  Iowa,  October  28-30,  by  your  librarian,  who  pre- 
sented a  paper  on  the  subject,  "How  the  Library  and  the 
School  May  Work  Together."  The  president  of  the  board,  Mr. 
S.  F.  Smith,  was  also  present  during  one  day  of  the  meeting. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  to  the  members  of  this 
board,  my  sincere  appreciation  and  thanks  for  the  cordial 
co-operation  and  support  which  I  have  received  at  your  hands.
